Robert Salmon, a well known 
paiutar and deoorator of Uiia 
ctty, agM aboat -42 yuars, in u 
lit of degpoikdeuoy took big own 
life Ttlegday morning, betwoen 7 
and H o'clock, by dunking about 
three otinoea of oarbolie acid. 

Hi* mother, Mra. Fannie Sai- 
nion, with whom he made uia 
home in East Hirkinan, waa >n 
the kitdien preparing breakfaat. 
when the unfortunate fellow com- 
niitted the rash decxl. Mrs 8*1 
mon waa horrified when ahe re- 
turned to the living room to call 
Bob to breakfaat and found him 
in a maimer dead. He had pour 
ud Uie acid into a shaving mug 
btrfore drinking it, and the mug 
wa* stdl in his hand when he wa* 
unil. Sam evidently coutwn 
plated the act. Ue took quilt* 
from hia bed and spread on the 
aofa, acratched Um label on the 
acid bottle so that it would |a 
intelligible and wrote on the 
hack of a telegram, which re- 
<|ueatcd money for hi* daughter, 
the following: "No money, but 
acid. Don't blame anybody but 
Bob." 

Mr. Salmon probably, jttat Hke 
the roat of use had faultn. but 
the good outweighed the hatl. 
Doineatic trotatil«B, dating back 
several years, whvn he and hi* 
wife separated, wa* probably one 
t»f the moat tliatreaaing trouble*. 
This separation t<Kik from him 
hi* little daughter, Mia* llobbie 
a bright, pretty little girl, and 
who is now about IB years old.

Thia, and other 
thing* coupled w ith it, preyed 
m Uie unfortunate man '» mind- — 
ami life reached the point with 
nun when, he deemed the 
gtune not worth the candle."
